Ever fince that period, the company have 
been extending their conquefts by the fword, 











infomuch that, at prefent, they rule with an 
iron fceptre over no fewer, it is afirmed, than 
fixteen millions of people,alchough that coun- 
try is fo depopulated by wars and oppreffions, 
that it does not contain one half its former 
number of inhabitants. 

From authentic documents, which will be 
produced in the next paper, it would appear 
moiethan probable that thrice the number of 
the prefent inhabitants of the United States 
have been deftroyed by the -Britith Eaft-In- 
dia company, within the latter half of the lat 
century.

EXAMINATION 
OF THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE.

A S to Holland being the fecond power 


which acknowledged our indepen. 
dence, arid made a treaty with us, a fep 
which involved her in war with Great-Brit- 
ain, It was deemed proper to treat her with 
a marked refpect. Befides this, from the 
time of our revolution to the prefent, we 
have had large money concerns with her 
people. A trufty and fkilful public agent 
was for along time neceffary to fuperintend 
thofe conceins. Ifin a diflerent capacity 
it could not have coft much lefs, and by the 
annexation of a diplomatic character, a double 
purpofe was anfwered. The honorable na- 
ture of the flation enabled the Government 
to find an agent at a lefs expence than 
would have been requifite to procure one 
merely tor the money objeét. It not 
meant to deny, that the great change which

| has lately happened in the affairs of that coun- 


try, making it in effeét a dependency on 
France, rendered a removal! of the minitfter 
proper; but it does not follow that it ought 
to have heen done fooner. It ts alfo known, 
that Mr. Murray, the late envoy, has been 
for a confiderable time paft, employed in our 
n-yocietion with France; which. probably 
was a collateral reafon tor not recalling fun 
fooner. in refpe& to one, 1t not to both 
thefe minifters, it may be obferved, that a 
time of war was not the moft cligible mo. 
ment for their removal of a minifter. 

As to Berlin, the inducements for keeping 
a minifter there, have never been fully ex- 
plained. It is only known, that our com- 
mercial treaty with Pruflia had expired, and 
that a renewal has been effeéted by the envoy 
fent thifuer; but influential as was the Court 
of Pruffia in the affairs of Europe duriug the 
late dreadful ftorm, it may have been conceiv- 
ed, that a cultivation of the good will of the 
Pruffian monarch was not a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the peace and fecurity of this country. 
It this was the object of the miffion, though 
there may have been too far-fetched a policy 
in the cafe, it offers a defence of the meafure 
which exculpates the executive at leaft from 
the charge of a defire to multiply officers im- 
yrovidentiy. 

On the moft unfavorable fuppofition then, 
here was one diplomatic agent too many, and 
two others were continued longer than was 
abiulutely neceffary. This furely is not of 
magnitude fufficient to conftitute a ferious 
charge, where malevoleuce did not infpire 
a {pirit of aecufation. In coniidering this 


queflion, it ought to be remembered, that. it 
is the prevailing policy of Governments to 
ktep diplomatic agents at alt Courts where 
they have unportant relations.

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that they were temporary perfons who grew 
up out of our rupture with France ; who 
when they were appointed, were ufeful to ac- 
celerate naval! preparations at aS Many points 
as could be advantageoufly occupied, and 
that it was only proper to difcontinue them 
when an accommodation had been efleéted, 
and alter they had had time enough to wind up 
the affairs of their agency. This was not the 
cafe previous to Mr. Jeflerfon’s adminiftra- 
tion. In other inftances of removal he only 
did it to make way for members of his own 
feét, and it will not be pretended that here 
there was any foundation for the charge under 
examination. “ 

As to the infpeftors of the Revenne, the 
cafe in brief ftauds thus—When the excife 
on diflilled fpirits was eftablithed, three differ- 
ent defcriptions of officers were initituted to 
carry it into effet. Supervifors, Infpeétors 
and Colleétors were diftributed to diftriéts, 
furveys and divafions, one to each.—A dif- 
tri€t comprehends an entire ftate: a fur- 
vey fome large portion of it or a numberot 
counties ; a divifion forthe moft part a fingle 
county. In fome of the fmall ftates there 
were no diftriét officers for the furveys—the 
duties of infpeétor being annexed to thofe of 
{iipervifor ; in Jarger ones there were in- 
fpeciors more or lefs numerous according 
to their extent. As other internal revenues 
were eflablifhed, they were put under the 
management of the fame officers. The bare 
flatement of the faét fhews the neceflity of 
thefe officers. The revenues of no govern- 
ment were pernaps ever collected under a 
more fiinple organization, or through a {mal- 
Jer number of channels. It is not alledged 
that the firfl and laft claffes of officers were 
necefiary. Itis only to the middle clafs that 
any fpecious objcétion can be made. Let us 
conje€ture the reafons for employing them. 

In fome of the flates great oppofition was 
expecied, and was atiually experienced. In 
fuch ilates efpecially it was evidently ufeful 
to have the exertions of fome men of weight 
and charatier in their {phere of moderate ex- 
tent, to reconcile the difcontented ;—to ar- 
range the details of bufinefs, and to give en- 
ergy tothe meafures tor collection, In others 
fimilar officers were probably ufeful in the 
early ftages, for the purpofe of eftablifhing 
the details fimply. The fubdivifion was in 
all cafes favorable to an aétive and vigilant 
fuperintendence. Nor does it require extras 
ordinary penetration to difcern that the policy 
was wile at the time when tlie meafures were 
adopted. It is poflible that upon the complete 
eflablifhment of the plan, when al! oppofition 
had been sanquifhed, and when the colleétion 
has become an affair of mere rotine, that this 
intermediate clafs may have ceafed to be ef- 
fential, But till this had become perfeétly 


evident, it would have become premature to | 


alter the original plan. Though it be true, 
that fome years have elapfed fince the excife 
law was paffed, it is not very long fince it 
has been in full and uninterrupted operation.

Other laws introducing other branches of in- 
ternal revenue, have been fubfequent!y paffed 
from time to time, and the agency of the

fame officers have probably been fouad ufe- 


tul on their firft introdu€tion and es ecution. 
Hence it is eafily accounted for ‘vat they 
were not before difcontinued, if in ced ex- 
perience has fhewn that they are not itil! ne- 


ceffary, which is itfelf problematical. Noth- 
ing 1s more eafy than to reduce the 
of agents employed many bufinefs, 
tor the bufinefs to go on with the reduced 
number. But before the reduétion is ap- 
plauded, it ought to be afcertained that the 
bulinefs is as well done as it was before. 
There is a wide differehce between merely 
getting along with bufinefs and doing it well 
and effectually. 

Thefe obfervations fufficiently fhew that in 
the inftances which have been cited, there is 
no evidence of a difpofition in the preceding 
Adminiftrations, improperly to multiply OF. 
hces and Officers. Aéting under different 
circumftances, they conducted as thofe cir- 
cuniftances di€tated and in all probability, 
in a manner the beft abapted to the advance- 
ment of the public fervice. A change ot cir- 
cumftances, may in fome initances have ren- 
dered a continuance of fome of the 
thus employed unneceflary ; and the prelent 
Chiet Magiftrate may even be right mm difcon- 
tinuing them; but it is not therefore right to 
attempt to derive trom this any plea of pe- 
culiar merit with the people; and it is very 
far from right to make it atopic ot {lander on 
predeceflors. Perhaps however this is too 
rigorous a conftruétion, and that nothiog 
more was intended than to fet off to the belt 
advantage, the petty fervices of petty talents. 

If this was the true aim, it is to be re- 
gretted that it was not fo managed as to «void 
the appearance of a defign to deprecizte in 
the public eflimation, the men wx 
fore—Had this delicacy or caution been ob- 
ferved the attempt would have attra¢ied neih- 
er notice nor comment.

deed at any diftance from it, which is too 
large at the place of incrfion to heal or to clofe 
over again, this may be determined by the 
thriftnefs of the tree, as well as by the fize. 
If by negle& you have fuftered a iimb to 
ftand, till it has attained this growth, it muft 
ftand, otherwife by extirpating it you give 
the tree its death wound, by opening an aven- 
ue to the air and water, whitch induce rotten. 
nefs, and in courfe of time the limb or trunk 
becomes hollow frequently to the roots. 

For this reafon no fprout fhould be fuffered 
to remain on or near the body of the fapling, 
which is not defigned fhall ftand when it has 
attained its full growth. The long life of 
different orchards, foil and fituation being 
equal will depend more on the above man- 
agement than on any other circumflance. 

In trimming an orchard, great patience and 
induftry are required, which will be amply 
rewarded at the harveft. You muft not only 
remove all the dead and dry branches, but ex. 
tricate every vjineceflary twig and fuccor, 
from each branch, to its very extremity. 

The more of this labor that 1s performed, 
if performed with judgment, the more thrifty 
will the tree become, and the fruit will not 
only be increafed in quantity, but much im- 
proved in quality, 

When the tops of the branches off your 
apple trees begin to die (which will be much 
retarded by the above treatment) they ought 
immediately to be regenerated, by giving 
what is calied a new top: This is done by 
cutting off a few -feet of their extremities, 
over the whole tree, fo as to leave it in a 
proper form ; if the trunk is vet tolerably 
found, the new branches will grow thriftily, 
and bear luxuriantly, and if you with to 
vary your fruit, the {prouts, after one yeai’s 
growth, and mott frequently the fame year, 
will be fit for inoculating, which fucceeds 
equally well in the old as in the young trees, 
and with which every farmer ought to be ac- 
quainted. The art of grafting fruit trees in 
the eafieft known method, and greateft per- 
fection, feems to have made but little progrefs 
in this country, notwithfianding the many 
advantages of foil and fituation.

SPEECH OF Mr. MORRIS, 


In the Senate of the United States,in reply tu a declara- 
tion of Mr. Breckenridge, “ that the courts have no 
tight to examine into and decide upon the conftitu- 
tionality of laws.’’ 


I RISE tocongratu'ate this houfe and America, that 
we h ve now, though late, reached the true point en 
which this Gecifion turns. Here i knew we would 
come. Are we then prepared for a confolidated gov- 
ernment of thefe fates? If the doctrine advanced by 
gentiemen prevail, if it be truc, then is there no legifla- 
ture in America but that of the United States. Ali the 
arguments ufed by gentlemen in the cowile of the de- 
bate went to thisend, Now happily the cenclufion is 
avowed. They atk, is it in the conftitution ? They de- 
rived it from ahigher authority than the conilitution ; 
the conflitution of man---the organization of haman na- 
ture. You pafs lows; the judges declare their applica 
tion to individual cafes ; their decifion is final. Ut mutt 
befinal, Thence the right of the judges to pronounce 
on the laws, 

Mark the end to which you are going. The conftitu- 
tion fays “* No biil of attaindcr or ex poft fa@o law fha'l 
be pafled. No capitation or other direct tax fhall be 
laid, ualefs in proportion to the cenfus or enunieration 
herein before directed to be taken. No tax or duty fhall 
be laid on articles exported from any itate. No prefer. 
ence fhall be given, by any regulation of commerce or 
revenue,tothe portsof one fate over thofe of ancther, 
No title of nobility fhall be granted by the United 
States” 

» ‘otwithftanding thefe confitutional probibitions, fun- 

pore a majority of thc two houfes, and the Prefident paft 
fuch laws. A capitation tax, other than that prefcribed 
by the conftitution, is impofed. The citizen refufes to 
pay it. Thecourtsare in the power of the legiflature, 
and they are compelled to enferce its col’efion. ‘The 
honorable mover fays, the leg:flature fhall decide fu 
premely. A capitation tax then may be laid, and muft 
be enforced in violation of the conftitution. Is this the 
ftate to which we are come ? If this doétrine be fuftain 
ed,isthere any poflible mode of avoiding this conclufion ? 
The moment the legiflature determine they are {upreme, 
they become fo. 
I faw the end to which the arguments of geotiemen 
went. I would not throw it out to the peopie. But I 
begged them to raufe and confider be'ore they acd. 
Before they virtually produced a fyftem of confolidated 
government. If thefe prohibitory regulations are gone, 
where is the fafety of the ftates ? 

When it was found abfolutely neceffary to enlarge the 
powers of the general government, it was faid it was 
dangerous te confer them left they might {wallow up 
the liberties of the country; and when abroad in the 
public fervice, i fele a degree of pain at fome thiags that 
took place at home, left too mu:h power fhould be con. 
ferred upon the general government. Why ? I knew 
that ifthefe &ates were confolidated under one govern- 
ment, we could ne longer remain a republic. Atrached 
to a republican government as the beft, having had an 
opportunity to compare it with other fyftems, I withed 
jt to remain inviolate I knew that if the ftatee were 
once deftroyed, the government would foon become, not 
a mild monarchy, but a defpotifm. 

it may be faid the courts are bound by an oath ro fup- 
port the conftitutien, But when it is erice eftablithed 
that you are the conftitutional interpreters of the laws, 
they muft be bound by your conftructions. 

Mr. Morris concluded by obferving that in periods of 
peace the ftate governments were dcemed moft precious ; 
bat chat when war came, and foreign danger threaten- 
ed, the natio:al government would be clung to; and 
that ‘rom thet moment, if the conftru@tion now con- 
tended for prevailed, the national governmeat would be 
fupreiac. He, therefore, called upon every gentleman 
in that body, to fay whether he was ready to place the 
fates atthe icet cf the genera! government. For his 
part he entered his proteit againg it.

The !e- 
giflature of the ftate of North Carolina, one of whofe 
reprefentatives 1am onthis floor, have {een proper to in- 
firuct their feuators,and to recommend toth-ir reprefen= 
tatives in Congrefs, to ufe their exertions to procure a re- 
peal of the law pafied the laft f<flivn of congrels for the 
more convenient or ganization ofthe courts ofthe United 
Srates ; andasthe bill on your cable has tor its of j7& 
the repeal of this law, and as I fhall proba! ly vote agau:ft, 
its paflage, a decent reipect fer the opinions of :hele whe 
have framed and fent forward thofe refolutions demand 
that I fhovld give the rcafons which influence my con- 
dud. 

And here, fir, | cannot forbear lamenting extremely 
that I fhou’d unfortunately be placed in a fituation, 
where the highef obligations of duty compel me to act 
in oppofition to the wihhes of that community to which 
limsrediately belong. It is certainly cf great impor- 
tance that as public funionsries we fhould not only 
difcherge thofe trufts committed to us wich fidelity, and 
for the general good, but in fuch a manner as to give 
fatisfa@tion to thefe for whom we are acting. 

And if I know the feclings of my own hcart,I declare, 
that next to the confcioufnefs of having performed my 
duty with uprightnefs, isthe knowledge that in the dil-
